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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Okubo (US Pat. 
6,737,965 B2) discloses a commander 6 that works with both the transmitter 3, associated with 
each tire of the vehicle, as well as the receiver 5 (col. 2, lines 41-56). In order to register ID 
codes for each of the transmitters 3 in the receiver 5, the commander 6 will transmit a code for 
each wheel and the transmitter 3 for each tire will receive this code and store the channel code 
and position into it's RAM 25. The receiver 5 is switched into an ID code registration mode 
such that the receiver 5 can store ID codes contained in a signal from the transmitters 3. When 
receiving the signal from the transmitter 3, the receiver 5 determines whether the channel code 
contained in the signal matches the channel code that has been previously set for the receiver 5 
by the setting switch 30 (col. 5, lines 1-67; col. 6, lines 1-10). Okubo's channel code from the 
commander 6 and stored in the transmitter 3 is immediately deleted in the transmitter after the 
signal has been transmitted. Therefore, Okubo nor any other prior art of record disclose in their 
entirety the claimed ID registration method for an ID collation system which includes a receiver 
receiving information transmitted from a transmitter comprising the steps of: causing the receiver 
to transmit a collation ID to the transmitter; causing the transmitter to receive the collation ID 
transmitted from the receiver and register the received collation ID as a registered ID of the 
transmitter; causing the transmitter to produce transmission information including the registered 
ID of the transmitter and transmit the transmission information to the receiver; causing the 
receiver to receive the transmission information and compare the registered ED included in the 
transmission information with the collation ID stored in the receiver to check whether or not the 
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transmission information is transmitted from the transmitter; and causing the receiver to perform 
predetermined processing according to the transmission information when the transmission 
information is transmitted from the transmitter.
